DISCUSSING Iho 
recent 
labor 


trouble on American railroads 


with a man who works for one of 


£• the local lines I hazarded thc guess 


that thc combination of an inflat 
cd currency and excessive govern 
mcnt interference with labor scales 
had closed up much of the gap 
that ordinarily exists between skill 
cd and unskilled labor — causmg 
thc skilled crafts to become rest- 
less. 


I judge from the railroader's re- 


ply 1 was pretty close to the truth. 


He cited Ihe record on a couple 


ot railroad classifications, which 


* I shan't call by name. Years ago 


thc unskilled job paid only 20 cents 
an hour, while thc skilled position 
drew $1. But today the unskilled 
worker gets $1.20 un hour — wh.le 
the skilled man's pay has gone up 
to only $1.75. 


I'm not defending the poverty 


stricken 20-cents-an-hour rale form 
crly paid Ihe unskilled man. Bu' 
there is something wrong with th< 
way thc rewards for living in mcch 
ani/.cd America have been distrib 


* utcd. Thc unskilled man's pay has 


at least in this instance, been in 
creased 600 per cent — against 7 
per cent for thc skilled worker. 


The government 
bureaucrat's 


goal ot a common wage plateau 
where nearly all will share alike 
is as unworkable as the Commu- 
nists' dream-state in which people 
arc forbidden to own property.

from Korea to America today is a 
disturbing adventure. 


It is a voyage from an uneasy 


war to an uneasy peace, Thc sol- 
dier there is less tense In many 
ways than is thc civilian here. 


That is a startling first impres- 


sion to one returning to the Unitcd 
States after more than halt a year 
in thc Far East war theater. When 
you are in a b'attlc area, home be- 
comes a shining paradise you long 
to get back to. You fofgct it has 
fly specks. 


But I suppose thc extraordinary 


tension here, so surprising at first 
glance, is only normal, consider 
ing the troubled times.; : 


Nothing causes tension more than 


uncertainty. The soldier In Korea 
is more relaxed in pome ways than 
the civilian here because he basic- 
ally knows better what to expect. 
On the next hill, or the bill beyond 
the next hill, are enemy 
Chinese 


or North Korean Reds, and he must 
fight them. But the American ci- 
vilian is beset by nameless fears 
about his clouded future. He doesn't 
know for sure what is 
comifig 


across his horizon next, and the 
shadows he sees arc black indeed,

for." That goes lot the tccn

The "greatest shock of my re 


turn home came when I entered

A year ago it would have 
been thought silly to put up air 
raid warnings in Manhattan. 


Another thing that struck me was
